Oisouaroe or State Pmsonkhs.— Tho Hou/e 
Committee on the Judiciary, in tbe House of Re- 
presentatives, have before them a bill for tbe 
trial of State prisonerp. It provide" tbat the Sec- 
retary of State and tbe Secretary of War cbull 
forthwith furnUh to tho judges of the United 
States courts a Bit of tbe names of all pcraonf, 
citizens of Slates that have not Receded, and 
*h«ro the adininUtrat'oj ol the lawd has con- 
tinued unimpaired in the Ftdtnl court*, who are 
now held as prisoners cf tbe United States in forts 
or other places, as State or political prisoners, or 
otbeiwke than prisoners of war. 

This first is to contain lbs names of all such 
who reside in tho respective jurisdiction of card 
judge*, or who may be deemed by either <f Slid 
Sscretaries to have violated any law of the 
United States. In all cases where a grand jury 
has terminated its sea.bn without finding an 
icd'etment, or presentment, or other proceeding 
agaltsi 6uch person', it shall be the daty of sawl 
judges forthwith to order the dijehargo of such 
prisoner from imprUonmnut, and every oflicor of 
tho United Stateo having custody cf such prisonor 
is directed immediately to execute tbe judge's 
order, ar.d in case he shall refuse he shall bo sub- 
ject to indictment for a mbdetneinur, and be 
pniished by a fine of not le-s than fivo hundred 
dollars and imprisonment in the ommon jail for a 
period of not leas than six mouths. 

The second sec'im provides, that, in any caie 
of occb prboners shall bo under indictment for 
any rffsnce against the laws cf the United States, 
end where bail has been taken, it shall ba the 
duty of said judges at once to discharge such 
persons upon bail, as aforosaid. And all persona 
in tho roililary sorvica who aro or lnreaf'.er may 
be Imprisoned upon charges of military offonce, 
shall only bo imprisoned in tho manner provided 
by articles of war, or if impriscco! o^h«rwL»e, 
they shall bo fpe*dily brought to trial or dis- 
charged from eucb imprisonment. And in case 
the said Sacrataries of State and War t-hall for 
any reason refuse or emit to fund h tho taid li.t 
within five days aft or the passage of this act, any 
cillzen may, by petition alltgir^ tbo facts afore- 
said touching any of the persons so as afor said 
imprisoned, supported by tho oath of such po- 
tition«r or any other c-ediWe pe-joo, obtain and 
be entiiled to ha« said judge's on'or to diL-chargo 
said priEonor. It is provided, however, that the 
judge shal'. :•■ satUfied such allegations are true, 
and shall also have powor and be required to take 
a recognizance or bail from such prisoner to ap- 
pear before the proper court, if ho shall doom the 
same necessary after due examination cf the case.

Be it further raoltcd, To welcome to its sit- 
ting those who have acted under these self-sacri- 
ficing and generous impulses. 

lEsrGon. Bneil has issued tbe following General 
Order from tbo Headquarters of tbe Department 
of tho Ohio at Nashville: 

I. No person, whatsoever, shall be permitted 
to follow the Army or remain in its camps, who 
bas not tome legitimate duty with it. 

II. All persons, not rfikers or soldiers, such oc 
'fBwro' servants, teamsters, &c, on du'y with 
Ihe army, will bo required to have with tbeni a 
written certificate, signed by the officer by wb< m 
they may be emploved, whether in a | tiMic or 
private capacity, and approved by the command- 
ing (flicsr. setting forth their poti'ion or duty, 
and all followers of the army, not having such 
certificate, will bo traated as intruders aud ex- 
pelled or imprisoned. 

Sketch of Gen. Shields — Actiog Major 
General James Shields IS a native of the cour/y 
of Tyrone, in Ireland, where he was born in the 
year 1810. Ho is conseq lent ly about fifty-two 
years of age. He first c ,uio to this country in 
the year 1826. being then only sixteen years 
of age. Iu 1832 ho went West, and sotthd 
in Kaskarkia, one of tho oldest villages of Illinois, 
wbere he dsvoted hU energies to the study and 
practice of tbe law. He was soon after elec'el 
to the State Legislature, and in 1839 was made 
S'ate Auditor. Four years later he ws» appoint- 
ed Judge of the Supreme Court, and in 1845, hav- 
iog received from President Polk the appoint- 
ment of Corami .siooer of the General Land Office, 
her, moved to Washington. Upon the b-eiking 
cut of tbo Mex'can war during the following 
year, tbe same President, with rare discrimina- 
tion and appreciation of character, appointed Mr. 
Shields a Brigadier General of United States Vol- 
unteers. His commisiion wis dal«d July 1, 1846. 
He was present at the siege of Vera Cruz, and 
even there was particularly noted. At tbe battle of 
Cerro Kordo he distinguished himself greatly, and 
was (be second time raturalized a citizon of the 
U. 8. by shedding bis blood in defence of his 
adopted country's honor. A recital of Gtneral 
Shielda's deeds at that battle seems more Uks the 
doUils of the great actions of some famed hero of 
romanco tban the plain narrative of ihe c induct 
of "one of Polk's raw Gonerals," as the opposi- 
tion stylod him when appointed. Severely 
wounded, he continued on t.oe field, urging on his 
men, until a ball passing through Lis lungjstruck 
blm down. He was carried from tbo battle-dold, 
and was reported so near dead tbat obiluary no- 
tices appeared of tin gallant Goueral in nearly 
all the papers cf the country. Even in tho 
neighborhood of tbe battle ground 1 is life was I r 
woek despaired of. and 'he anecdote of his cure 
is remarkable, as it would appear improbable did 
the man not live among us at the present timo to 
verify tbe statement. It appears that, be was 
entirely given over by the trmy surgeons, when 
a Mexican doctor said he would live if he 
would let him remove the coagulated 
blood from tbe wouod. General Shields, as 
a kill or cure remedy, told him to try, and 
a floe siik handkerchief was worked and finally 
drawn through tho wound, removing the exirov- 
as itod blood, when daylight could be seen through 
the hole. And yot. Shields to-d iy is a hale and 
hearty man, free from di>easo or any ioconvoni- 
ence from bis wound which was comidered at tbe 
ti ne as mortal, having been modo by a largo cop 
per ball, and going directly through his body and 
lungs. For h ; s gallant and meritori iu* conduct on 
this occasion hs was in August, 1848, brevetted a 
Major General of Volunteers. Still suffering from 
his wounds we tied him commanding a brigade in 
the valley of Mexico, consisting of <t ba'Ulion of 
marines aud regiments composed of New Y'ork and 
South Carolina volunteers He was also in tbe 
battle of Chepnltepec, where, being unhorsed, bo 
fought on foot, bareheaded and in his shirt sleeves, 
leading hi3 brigade, sword In hand, with a brave- 
ry that has maCe hLs name remarkable in Ameri- 
can history. He was again wounded, and 
lhat dangerously, but wi>b cire aud a 
good constitution be recovered. His brigade, 
after performing valon us deeds, er ding in the 
ciplure of the city of Mexico, was disoanded on 
the 20th of July, 1848. The war beiog ended, 
General Shields laid down the sword and assumed 
or.ca more Lis place in civil lite. He was bril- 
liantly received on his arrival in tbe United 
State.-; and when lie returned to tbe State of his 
ciiciee (Illinois) he was elected to fill tbe position 
vacated by Mr. Breese^ — tbat of Senator from that 
State — to ropresent it in the Capitol at Washing- 
ton. This was in the vear 1849. Owing to some 
technicality he was refused admi. si on as a Sena- 
tor, when he promptly resigned the pist and was 
as promptly re elected. He returned to Washing- 
ton, and, for six years, proved himself to be as 
able in council as he was on the battle fisld. He 
was unO:tentatiousand modest, spo ke but seldom; 
but when be did, it was with marked effect, and 
secured for him univer.-al attention. He repre- 
sented the intererts of the Dsmocratic psr'y, and 
was firm in his position. In 1855 he left the Sen- 
a's, leaving at the sauie timo Illinois, and went 
to sstllo on land" awarded to blm for his services in 
the army, which lands ho had selected in tbe 
Territory of Minnesota. When that tract be- 
came a State General Shields was relumed to 
reprsseat it in Congress ss a Senator. »nd took 
his feat after its admission in May, 1858. Gen- 
eral Shields baviag drawn the short term, be had 
to vacate his seat in 1859, and, not securing are- 
election, be went further west into California. 
From his retirement he was again brought out by 
the present war, having been appointed by t in- 
gress a Brigadier- General, wi'h a commission 
dating frcm August 19, 1861. This commission 
he at first refused; but, dooming it his duty to 
stand by his adopted country in ber troubles, 
be came forth, and, after a long voyage, 
reached tbe capita), who. e (his name, in 
consequence of hie refusal, having been stricken 
from the army list) be waited some time before 
be obtained a command. The lamented dea'k (if 
Gen. Lander lef; that divi ion without ahead, 
and Geo. Stialds was at once appointed to tne 
command, with the rank of Brigadier General, 
his divbhon forming part of the corpj d'armee of 
Major General Bioko. He bos again brought 
himself before the public by his deeds, and ores 
more onr country riigi with the name of "Gen- 
eral Shiolds."

Article 6'h. of the City Charter, to be 
submi:tcd on tbe first Siturday in Aorll, 1862, to 
lbs vote of the city, no compensation to be al- 
lowed for the collection of the aforesaid tax.

Flobida — The intelligence from this State 
is most cheering. We cannot doubt that it 
foreshadows a speedy revolution in the public 
sentiment and public action of the people. 

Florida U clearly destined to a very early 
return to her allegiance. With the chief of 
her magnificent ports and tho whole of her 
Eastern division in the possession of the Gov- 
ernment, with the power of the Government 
in the bauds of so discreet and temperate an 
officer as Geo. Sherman, wilh the people of 
Florida East already asking publicly to come 
back to their allegiance, and with the judicious 
movement these citizens have set on foot to 
bring their State back with them, the result 
desired can hardly be long deferred. We 
should not be astonished if within sixty days 
Florida were in tho Union again actively as 
well as actually and rightfully. Tenncs:ee 
must look to her laurel* ! 

Wo cannot forbear to call especial attention 
to the movement of the loyal citizsns of Eist 
Florida. It has a direct and wholesome bear- 
ing on that great question of restoration or re- 
constitution which promises soon to be tie 
only question concerning the rebellion. And 
in this relation the proclamation of General 
Sherman is also worth) of especial attention. 

The telegraph describes the proclamation as 
follows: 

Lien. Sherman issued a proclamation to the 
people of East Honda, saying that be had come 
to protect the loyal citizens and enable tbera to 
resuscitate the gt vernment. Tho sole desire of 
the government is to mtintain ihe integrity of 
the constitution and Uwi, and rcciaim rtv.ilted 
States to their allegiance. 

The genuine loyalty and sound judgment 
which have distinguished General Sherman's 
policy heretofore appear very conspicuously in 
this proclamation. It proclaims the right 
thing in tho right way. In a word, it pro- 
claims faithfully and skilfully the actual policy 
of the Government. 

The response of the people to this proclama- 
tion is thus given by the telegraph : 

At a recent meeting of the loyal citizens 
of Jacksr-uville on tbe 20tb, it was declared that 
r ,_ > Stale has a conslitirl 'nat right to separate 
fnm tbe United States, and the act of secession 
idrpt.d by F r: I : is void, and is in conflict with 
tb* cocstitut or; that never baring been submit- 
ted to tbe people f t ratification, they protest 
agi.iast all acts of the convention depriving 
them of their rights as citizens of the United 
States. 

They also denounce! the despoti m which de- 
nied them tbe freedom of 'patch and of tbe press, 
and forced contributions cf money, labor, and en- 
listments. They recotnmsi did tbata conventi n 
be rilled forthwith toorga:iiz.a Slate Govern- 
ment and lint the United Stages Government be 
requested to keep a mlficisnt military force to 
keep order and protect persons and property. 

This response is suited to fill the breast of 
every patriot with joy and confidence. It 
poiata ont the straightest way back from the 
present revolutionary chaos up to the old con 
■titutional order and tranquillity, and at the 
lime time shows that tho loyal citizens of 
Florida are resolved on behalf of the State 
to tread in that way at the swiftest possible 
pace. Heaven speed them. 

Tho course of action rocommended by the 
meeting at Jacksonville appears to us to be the 
true course in respect to every seceding Suite 
Wo think it offers a complote solution of the 
whole problem of restoration. The end to be 
accomplished in a given State is the reconsti 
tution or reorganization of tho State authori- 
ties. Nothing more. Thia is universally 
corcerl?! umongst loyal men. But how are tho 
Stato authorities constituted in the first plate? 
How were the authorities of Kentucky consti 
tu'ed in 1792? How wcro the authorities o 
Florida constituted in 1845? How are 
the authorities of every new State con- 
stituted? Through a convention. Such 
the regular moJo. The people assembled 
in convention direct the election of State offi 
ccrs at a specified time in a specified manner, 
whereupon 6uch officers are duly elected, and 
the State authorities are constituted. Now, 
if a State is so rarely and remarkably unfor- 
tunate as to loso her authorities in a body, 
whether by treason or pestilence or some other 
deadly scourge, she is thereby merely thrown 
back into the condition she was in at the out 
sot, and in order to constitute her authorities 
again 6he has merely to repeat the proccts she 
went through with at first. The process is as 
valid in the one instance as it is in the other 
Tho process in both instances is the same. 
B ^constitution is enly constitution iterated 

Florida is to-day without authorities. Sev- 
enteen years ago to-day she was as respects this 
point in the same condition. She was then a State 
ot tho Union as she now is. What did she do 
then? How did she constitute her authorities? 
Wo have seen. Her people in convention di- 
rected tho election of Stato officers, and they 
wero electod accordingly. Tim was all. What 
shall she do now? How shall she constitute 
her authorities again? As she constituted them 
at first. The thing to be dono is the samo 
and so is the way to do it. Neither the prob- 
lem nor the solution is different from the one 
she knew when 6he fiist entered the Union. 
Thii view is certainly a plain one, but it is 
none the lees sound and practicable on that ac- 
count. We rejoice to know that the people ol 
Florida have of their own motion resolved to 
act upon the view. We hope they will carry 
out this resolution as expeditiously as possible 

It is true, they will meet in convention 
without the call of a local civil authority, and 
the convention will not contain delegates frcn 
every portion of tho State; but no local civil 
authority exists there to call a convention, and 
the failure of portions of the State to be repre- 
sented in the convention cannot invalidate the 
action of tho body. These are not real im 
pediments. The one is a bare informality, 
which necessity cures, and the other is at most 
a laches for which the people committing it are 
alone responsible. Notwithstanding both, the 
convention will represent the people of Florida, 
and tho stops it takes for the purpose of recon- 
stituting the State Government will be valid 
The Slate Government, when thus reconstitu 
ted, can of course extend its active authority 
territorially within the State pmi passu with 
that of the nation, until both shall be once 
more co-extensive with the limits of the State. 
In the meantime, the reconstituted State Gov- 
ernment will prove a potent aid in finishing 
the rebellion in the State, and a mos' e ffective 
rallying-point for the returning loyalty of the 
people. 

And what is true in respect to Florida is 
true in a groater or less degree in respect to 
every other seceding State. In our opinion, 
the first thing to be done, after the authority 
of the nation has won a decided foothold in 
any seceding State, is to encourago the loyal 
people thereof or the liberated portion of them 
to reconstitute the State Government, without 
waiting ibr the expulsion of the revolutionary 
power from every nook and corner of the Com 
monwealth. A State Government constituted 
lawfully by even a small portion of the people 
is better than no State Government. The 
desideratum is a lawful State Government; 
whether few or many share in the choice of 
its members is a secondary matter. The work 
of restoration should accompany the work of 
suppression with equal pace. And a lawful 
Slate Government is at once the most cheering 
evidence and the most powerful instrument of 
restoration. Without it the work of restora- 
tion must be heavily fettered if not arrested 



Secret Orqasizatio!? or Traitors in | 
the Free States. — A few days ago the sub- 
ject of a letter written by a Dr. Hopkins in 
regard to a secret league of traitors in the 
non-slavoholding states under the namo of tho 
Knights of tho Golden Circle was brought to 
the consideration of Congress. Two mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, Mr. 
Chandler and Mr. Howard, both of Michigan, 
attested the existence of the letter. It has 
since been published in the Detroit Tribune 
and republished in somo of the Now York 
papers. It gives an account of tho success of 
Hopkins, iis author, in organizing branches of 
tho treasonable conspiracy in several of the 
states, and refers in very plain terms to its 
object which is to riso against the Government 
of tho United States and aid the rebels of the 
South in its overthrow. Unquestionably tbe 
letter will now bo laid before tho public in a 
form that will preclude all dispute as to its 
genuineness. For sume timo PJJ^, wo have 
not doubted tho existence of a NoMieru rebel 
organization, small to be suro in numbers but 
fierco and virulent in purpose. We could 
name several newspapers, which, beyond all 
question in our minds, are conducted under 
its influence and for tho furtherance of its ob- 
jects. Those papers profess indeed to be loyal 
to the Union, for they are afraid of the swift 
retribution that they know would follow any 
open exhibition of treason, but they diligently 
devote themselves to the selection and publica- 
tion of euch matter as they deem calculated 
to dispirit the friends of the Union and to en- 
courage the rebels, and they expect and find 
their reward in the liberal patronage of rebels 
in Kentucky, Missouri, and elsewhere. 

The New York Evening Pott, one of the 
ablest and most respectable papers in the coun- 
try, says that the testimony of the two Michi- 
gan members of Congress to the existence of 
the rebel conspiracy in the North was not 
necessary. It says that the Knights of the 
Golden Circle have for months had their clubs 
in New York city — that the noted rebel Gen- 
eral, Gustavus W. Smith, and his deputy, 
Lovell, belonged to it before they joined the 
Southern army. It adds that so confident 
were these plotters at ono time of success that 
they began to indulge in threats of vengeance 
against those who supported the United States 
Government, and it refers to the case of a 
prominent citizen, who, speaking zealously 
on all occasions against the heresy ot secession, 
was given to understand that, if not more 
quiet, he would havo hit throat cut. The 
I'ost says that wo wero on the eve of a North- 
ern insurrection, and that there would have 
been one if tjie popular feeling in that section 
had not declared itself with irresistiblo onergy 
on the side of the Constitution. 

The Michigan members of Congress affirm 
that one of the effects of the conspiracy has 
been to get 6ome of tho worst enemies of the 
Union and the Constitution into tho army 
where they now aie, all working, upon that 
high vantage-ground, with ail their might, in 
favor of the rebellion. This may account for 
the conduct, otherwise inexplicable, of some 
of our military officers in high positions, and 
afford somo clue to the deep mystery of the 
frequent promulgation, among the rebels, of 
the profound, st secrets of our military au 
thorities at Washington and elsewhere. 

Mr. Bali said that be and tbe people nf Middle 
Tennessee are out submisrionists, and, although 
they be compelled to keep quiet for awhile, yet 
the dims of Southern independence is steadily 
burning, arcl so soon as an opportunity present 
itself it will increase to such fury tbat overy foe 
upon Tennessee soil will be consumed before he 
can make all escape. 

This is a portion of what old Mr. Bell 6aid 
in his late speech at Huntsville. Surely what- 
ever tense he had must havo been scared out 
of him by tho approach of the Federal troops, 
for ho talks l.ke an idiot. Ho says that he 
and his friends must keep quiet for a while, 
meaning of course, that, unless they do so, 
they will be taken in hand by onr troops, but 
a', tho same time ho publicly proclaims tbat a 
flame is secretly burning in their hearts which 
will burst forth and consume tho whole of the 
U. S. soldiers in Tennessee and all other Union 
men before they can make their escape. It 
strikes us that this public proclamation, by the 
superannuated old traitor, of his resolution and 
the resolution of his friends to annihilate by 
btitchcry, at the first moment they dare, all 
the Union men in Tennesseo whether soldiers 
or private citizens, is a curious mode of 
"keeping quiet for awhile." Why shouldn't 
the proclaimcr of such treasonable and horrid 
purposes be treated as a traitor in spite of his 
assertion, that, for prudential reasons, he and 
his friends will for a time keep quiet?

Johnson, we guess, will 
convinco all concerned that ho has as much 
power to require oaths from city officers as 
Vigilance Committees havo from individuals. 
His authority is as peculiar as the situation he 
fills. 

•HTWc suppose there is no doubt that our 
gunboats, or rather thoso who controlled them, 
suffered themselves to be amused and beguiled 
by Gen. Polk with flags of truce, whilst the 
rebels were slyly and industriouely evacuating 
Columbus and taking everything away with 
them to a stronger point.

The Saddle Ambclasce —We have on sev- 
eral occasions cilia 1 attention to the necessity of 
providing for the uss of our troopa in battle am- 
bulances adapted to the back) of nolo or hones, 
after the faibion adop'ed, with great succbs, by 
the allies in the Crimean war. When in Wash- 
ington last summer we examined some of those 
sent from Europe, and while we were struck with 
the utility of the general ds^i^n, we wero sur- 
prised to ft ad how heavy, complicate I, and un- 
wieldy they were. American inventive gsniui 
has been at work in this depirtmeat as in 
all othors sicca Its exercise was called 
forth by the civil war, and we are now 
gratified to state that Mr. Charles Proa), of our 
city, has apparently perfected a saddle ambu - 
lance, and we hope the War Department will 
adopt it. Mr. Proal's saddles have many advan- 
tages over those used in the Crimea; they com- 
bik»a*>ln litter f >r recumlmt patients and the 

lair; they save at least half in weight, and their 
general conformation is much mora readily adapt- 
ed to their carriage and the comfort of the 
wounded. The French litter has canvas bot- 
toms with cu hi Ms, Mr. Proal nses leather 
bottoms which preclude the necejsity of thi 
cushions acd add to the compactness and por- 
tability of the saddle. The European pick sal- 
dles to which the ambulances are attached are 
very cumbrous, and ning framed will not adapt 
themselves easily to an anlm aid back but must 
"wabble." Mr. Proal uses the McClellan pad- 
ded saddle, which suits any curvature of the 
equine spine acd is Sited so exactly by its 
pads that it sits with great precision, prevent- 
ing chafing and any movement of the 
ambulance. The French use no surcingles, but 
Mr. Proal has them from the bottom of the 
ambulances, which are thus kept firmly on the 
animals, so as not to jostle the patient. The lit- 
ters and chairs are bolted fast to the saddle of the 
French, bat Mr. Proal has M arranged tbem bv 
straps, with snap hock), that they can be detach- 
ed; a litter may be hung on one side acd a chair 
on the other, or two of each may be appecded, 
and when they are detached the litter or the 
chair can bs removed by band from the horse's 
back to the hospital without disturbing the wound- 
ed occupant. The folding of the litter acd chair 
is greatly simplified; there is the least possible 
machinery and that is no way complicated, and 
with the girting and the snrcingle the pack can 
be so perfectly adjusted that the weight can be 
carried with entire safety on ose side of tho ani- 
mal only. As tho litters and chairs can be read- 
ily ditached, the saddle can bj used as an ordi- 
nary pack-saddle should an emergency require. 

The weight of Mr. Proal's ambulance complete 
will not be more than seventy pounds or about 
half that of the French, and a complote set will 
not cost more than fifty dollars, which i) a greet 
reduction ou the European price. There nr. oth 
or improvements which will suggest themselves 
to the eye of those who examine this excellent 
invention. The old litter bad a footboard and 
was square at its extremi'y, which recdortd it 
liable to fiighten the animal by c lining in con- 
tact with its head and to catch in branches of 
trees or other obstruc ion. Mr. Proal has done 
away with the board, acd curved the foot of 
the litter. In both lbs litter and the chair 
the position of the wounded is much 
more convenient, while the fact that oilher can 
be detached ana used separately is his crowning 
achievement.

Congressional Proceedings, &c. 

Wasiiikoiom, March 31. 
Tbe gunboat Bienville arrived at the Navy 
Yard wharf thia morning, having left San Angot- 
tina on Ihe 25th. She brings the bidies of Capt. 
Build, of the Penguin, and Capt. Mather, who 
were bith killed at Motquito Inlet. Whin the 
Bienville lef-. lha general impression was that 
tha people of Florida wire returning to their loy- 
alty, and tbe rebel troops bad either left or were 
making thoir way to other Southern Stales. The 
only place where any formidable opposition to the 
Federal troops was made, was at Msrquito Inlet, 
and that only in small boats from tho Penguin 
aod H.nry Andrew. K'ght of our men were 
killed and wour_il,d. Tho lass on the rebel side is 
not ascertained. 

Wasiiisoto.w, March 29. 

Among the amendments to the tax bill yester- 
day, one was adopted concerning gas companies, 
that when Ihe amounts produced per month are 
le*s than half a million cubic feot the tax Is to be 
live cents per thousand; over half a million and 
under five millions, ten centf; over five millions 
and under fifteen millions, twenty-five cents. 

Gen. Cadwalader, of Pennsylvania, is nomina- 
ted Major-General of Volunteers. 

Speculators are moving up officers' pay iu ad- 
vanco st 10 p r cent diicount 

The Treasury is being cheated by the muitila 
tion of Treasury notes. The rule to be observed 
hereafter is that nine-tenths or less of a bill in 
pieces be presented, the payment shall onlv be 
equivalent lo the fraction;" if more than nine- 
tenths, payment in full. 

Washington, March 30. 

Captain Ericsson, in a private letler !o a Sena- 
tor, sujs we can yet form no correct estimate of 
the destructive power cf the Monitor. The ves- 
sel possessed an excess of the buoyatcy of one of 
twenty thousand pounds, acd is, therefore, capa- 
ble or sustaining a turret thicker than the pres- 
ent cne with guns carrying a quadruple weight of 
shot to that employed against tba Merrimac. He 
calls attention to Ihe v.ry light draught of water 
of the Monitor. 

"Let us be cautious," be adds, "how we place 
vessels drawing twenty feot water to defend our 
great cities." 

The Washington Republican was i.i error in 
stating that the President authorized thee in- 
struction of the Monitor after the Chief Engineer 
of the Navy rejKted it. Neither of them had 
anv thing to do wi'.b it. 

Drafts were issued to-day upon tbe Treatury in 
favor of Cole & Hopkins, of Cincinnati, for nearly 
half million dollars, being the largest sum issued 
to any one firm since tbe ccmmeccement of the 
year. 

One Episcopal Church certainly, and rep»rt says 
two others, were shut up yesterday, by ordir of 
the Secretary of War, fi r refusing to r^jad Bishop 
Whittingbam's prayer of thanks for Union victo- 
ries.

They were re- 
committed. 

WASHisreiTON, March 31. 

It has already been stated that the Sec- 
retary of the Trea'ury hss issued instructions

Mr. Willey presented a petition from the work- 
men in tho lute armory ut Harper's Ferry aiking 
for tbe re establishment of the armory and for 
work. 

Mr. King presented siveral petitions for eman- 
cipating slaves. 

Mr. Collamer, from tbe Committee on tbe 
Library, reported to tho House a joint resolution 
fir the app iotment of Theodore Woolsey, of 
Conn., a regent of tbe Smithsonian Institute in 
pit ci of Pro fessor Felton. The resolution was 
passed. 

Mr. Nesmitb offered a resolution at king the 
Secretary of War to furnish the Senate witb a 
copy of ihe report of Brigadier Gsneral John A. 
MansficM relative to the la's engagement be- 
tween the Monitor and Merrimac. Tbe resolu- 
tion was adopted. 

Mr. Latham inlriduced a bill tocreato a bureau 
of transportation Referred. 

On motion of Mr. Chandler, the bill for tin ap- 
pointment of light-house inspectors was tnkeu 
up. The bill ptoposes to transfer tbe light- houses 
to the revenue service, putting them under the 
control of the Secretary of tbe Treasury. After 
discussion, the bill was postponed. 

Mr. Wade introduced a bill lo provide I Terri- 
torial Government for Arizona. 

Mr. Fess.er.den presen'cd a joint resolution from 
tbe Legislature in favor of tendering pecuniary 
aid to the Statoa for tbe emancipation of their 
slave:; also cordially approving tbe President's 
message, and declaring that sbe will cheerfully 
furoi-h her quota of the amount; also a&king ber 
Senators to vote for tbe abolition cf slavery in 
the District of Colombia. 

ihe bill for tbe abolition of slavery in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was then taken up, ur.d Mr. 
SHmner, of Massachusetts, proceeded to speak in 
its favor; after which tbe bill was postponed until 
to morrow. 

The Senate then went into Executive session, 
ard subsequently adjourned.

The House passed the Senate bill removing the 
impor duty on arms imported either by States or 
contractors. 

Mr. Dawes, from tie Committee on E'ecti'ns 
reported a resolution whicn was adopted, docl.r- 
ing that S. F. B^ac'a is not elrcted a momber of 
the House from tho Seventh Congretsionsl Dis- 
trict of Virginia. 

Tbe House than went into Committee of th, 
Whcle on the tax bill. 

Mr. Spjulding offered tbe following proviso: 
That no duty shall be collected on furs until the 
expiration of the reciprocity treaty with Great 
Britain. Mr. Spaulding took th* occasion to say 



that we have lost $13,000,000 by this treaty 
i -ring to discriminating duties. 

Tbe committee adopted Mr. Spaulding's amend- 
ment. 

The tax on diamonds, emeralds, and other j.w- 
elry was i ut at 3 per cent ad valorem. 

Cloth and all textile fabrics were placed at 3 
per cent ai valorem. 

Mr. Stevens opposed the tax on flmr, which, 
after some dabate relative to tbe bearing on tbe 
tax bill exercised by tbe reciprocity treaty, was 
stricken out. 

Mr. Spaulding gave notice that be should soon 
introduce a resolution request iug tbe Presinent to 
give the required notice for termina'ing the 
reciprocity treatv. 

Mr. K iliogg offered a new paragraph, that on 
and after the 1st of May 1 cent per pound be 
taxed on all cotton held or owned by any person 
or corporation. 

Tho pun o- forte clause was altered to include 
organs and melodions, levying a fax of from H 
cents to $6, according to their valu», and from $6 
to $20 for yachts. Dogs are taxsd $1 each. 

The section relalivs to slaughtered cattle was 
not reached. 

The next section was altered by adding a pro- 
viso, that the commissioners of internal revenue 
may maks further rules aud regulations for as- 
o irtaJning accurate accounts of cattle or hogs 
slaughtered and shipped. 

The Committee then ro e and the 1 1 use ad- 
journed.

L. C. Btker, for some lime connected with the 
interests of tbe Government, was to day appoint- 
• 1 by the War Department special ageot to take 
charge of all abandoned rebel property. 

An order from the War D pertinent "calls attet 
tion to the very great carelessness shown by many 
detached officers in not keeping the Adjutant Gen- 
eral's office advised of their movements and ad- 
dress. It directs the attention cf officers com- 
manding regiments and all commanders of mili- 
tary dep rtmeits. & : , to the su'ject of returns. 
The exceeding importance of information derived 
from reports and returns, which can in no other 
way be < btained, oblige the Secretary of War to 
reiterate the existing orders on tbe subject, and 
notify all commanding officors that these orders, 
in fui nre, must be particularly obeyed.

money or products of the soil, upon application 
bsing mad» to tbem respectively, if satisti-jd of 
the loyalty ur.d good faith of the applicants, and 
upon the filing of an affidavit properly rxscuted 
that the permit so applied for shall not, if granttd, 
be used to as to give in any way any aid, comfort, 
ere ■uraii.inent or information to persons iu arms 
against tbe Government of tbe Unitel States or 
under insurrectionary control or direction, nor in 
any wise inconsistent with the terms and spirit cf 
the aforesaid rules and regulations. 

You will hereafter coase collecting snv per cont- 
a -o or fees for permitting the transit and" exchange 
of merchandise between the Inyal and insurrec- 
tionary sections of the country, other than the 
mual charge of twenty cents for each pero.it so 
granted. 

It 1} furthermore directed that no potnvt* be 
granted for any ariicles forbiddtn by tbe military 
authorities to be transported into the territory oc- 
cupied by the foices ot the United S'ates. 

Parties, therefo-e, desiring privileges for rom- 
merciil iuterccurss provided in Ihe Kulss and Reg- 
ulations as heroin mi ill tied, will hereafter mako 
the application direct to the propsr Surveyor, and 
not to the Secretary of the Treasury.

— The Scientific 
Amoricao, da c trump: on 'his tnbject, 6»yf : ''Onr 
ancestors were a frugal, self-denying pecple, in- 
ured to hardship from the cradle; tkey were con- 
tent to be withoat almost all the luxuries of life, 
but they ex joyed some cf its comforts, to which 
many of us are strangers (old fashioned comfort*, 
H we cay fay); and amottjfet then* the old fire- 
place, as It used to be termed, held no mean 
rank. How vividly the pic'ure of one of thoee 
rpacions kltchats of the olden times conies to out 
mind, with its plain furniture and sanded fiwr; 
innocent cf p.int, but as white as the neatset of 
biusewivea ccnM m>ke i' ! In one corner stocd 
the clock, its very face wearing an aspect ( f 
good cheer, and seeming to smile benignantly 
upon a rciaiature moon over its head, which tri- 
dition said had, at a remote p;riod, followed the 
rit-lng and sat'.iog of its great prototype In the 
heavens, though Its days of acllr* service were 
long ago over. 

Bat the crowning glory of that kitchen was 
not Its sanded floorf; nor the high desk, with its 
pigeon holes and secret drawers, which no ven- 
turesome youngster ever dared to invade; nor 
yet the old clock Hiking so mosxtlly in the cor- 
ner; but it was the old fashioned 6re place, with 
its blaring embers, huge back -logi, arjd iron fire- 
dogs, that shed a glory ever the whole room, 
gilded the plain ard homely furniture with its 
bright light, and rendered ths place a type of 
true New England homes in "ye olden limes." 

Never was there sach apples as those which 
swung round and round upon strings b»fV>ra the 
bright fire of a winter's evening, never such 
baked potatoes as those buried In the »sh«s upon 
the hearth, ne-rer such corn stalks as th^se which 
caught a golden hue from the biasing embers, or 
turkeys like those turned upon a spit, filling the 
room with a aavory odor so suggeetlveof a dainty 
repast. 

Before the fire was a wooden settle, and here 
the children were wont to sit out the long even- 
ings, telling stories, cracking nuta, conning their 
lessons for the morrow, cr listenirg in silence to 
the wordB of wiidom that fell from the lips of 
their (nperlers, and anon garing in bilence into 
the bright fire, and cocjaring np all sort* cf gro- 
tesque fanciful images from among the burning 
eoala. No fabled genii, with their mag:c lamps 
of enoiantment, could buill such gorgeous palaces, 
or create such gems as the child could ditcerrj 
amid the biasing embers of the old fashioned fire- 
place. 

And we must not neglect the chimney-corner, 
wWe sat cur grand ather in his accuttomed reat, 
Ma hair silvered win tho snows of many winters 
—a vensrable man, to whom oil age hid come 
"froelly bu'. kiodly," and whose last days were 
like those cf an Indian summer, serene and beauti- 
ful, even till the stain apptared in heaven. 

How pure was the air in those days! The huge 
firs- place, with Its brisk draught, carried off tbe 
impurities of the atm^phare, and left ihe air 
pure, life-giving, and healthful. Now we croach 
around hot cooklcrr-stovee, and think it strange 
that we feel so stnpid at d drowsy of an evening ; 
or we hed lie about air-tight stovos, and wonder 
that the air seems burning and impure ; or we sit 
down In chilly rooms heated by a furnace, and 
marvel, that, with all our costly furniture, soft 
carpetf, bright mirrors, and damarked curtains, 
they are cheerful plaoee — :o unlike cur ideas of a 
New England home, 

Alas .' that with all the sc called improvements 
of our advanced civilisation, the fire should be 
permitted to go out forever in our eld fashioned 
fire-places, thus burv ing in the sehes of the past 
so many means of health, home, comfort, good- 
cheer and happiness. 

The Manassas Evacuatiok— Wiikm rr Bit 
OA!». — 3>me rf the newspaper correspondents 
have been saying that the evacuation of Manas- 
sas commenced three or fan weeks before Uer. 
Model ho. discovered It. lie began his advance 
on the 5th inst., and a letter picked up within the 
Intrenctunents, dated Camp Pickens, Manassas, 
Virginia, 61h inst., states precivily when the 
evacuation began. Tbe letter says: 

• * * I see none of the Richmond papers 
have pnblished the fsc's herein cmmonicAted, 
and, therefore, think they are prohibited doing so; 
and. for this cause, I would guard you against 
ra king the-m public. The evacuation of Manas 
saa is at this moment in pr^ceet of accomplish- 
ment. This process has bsen carried on for the 
last week, and at last it seems that the store i f 
Government p'mi.lons and ordnance has been 
tot: eh id The ladies were ordered to retire be- 
yond Culpepptr Courthouse a week cgr; then the 
sick soldiers were sent back; and since aud now 
all ih» ears have baen employed in tran>pur:inaT 
Government stores, exoept tbe passengor cars. 
Tba lirga horpital built here lest autumn i; be- 
ing cleared of sick men, bedding and other furci 
tare, which are seut to tbe rear, we know not 
where. Large quanM'iss ef ordoaDoe, quarter- 
master's and co nmissariat's stores yet remain, 
and wa opine that the proposed evacuation can - 
nos bo accomplished in less tban three w«.ks, and 
even then largs quauti'ies of baggage wU neces- 
aarily be destroyed. We wero eo fortunate as to 
obtain transpiration f.r our private bag<age to 
Lynchburg. We are ordered to be prepired for 
field service at Anv m ment, and to separate from 
tba heavier baggage such tents, cooking ut»niils, 
Ac, as are necea.nry for taking the field in tbe 
very lightest ord<r. 

NothwubstacdiDg then* facts, the fortifications 
of ft i' camp are being made more secure by a 
fatigue puty of a thcusand men constantly at 
work from tbe rising to tbe setting of the sou. 
This seems to oontr-aiet the idea of ev.cus'ion, 
atd the sutlers, who have Urge stores Mre, re. 
pose hope thereon. But we euppore 'his is done 
only to protect us against an attack befi n e vacu- 
ation can be completed. This seems to be a te- 
cret with the Governm-nt, and it la of the ut- 
most importance that the enemy should know 
that we are fortifying Msnasaas, and it is cf the ut- 
most importance that he sbouM be ignorant cf 
ary intention on the per. of our General to evac 
nate his present line. Our 5rmy is weaker now 
than it ever was before, and than I ever expect 
It to be in future. Those who have re-eniis'.ed 
and gone home, have, In my judgment, Oispiayed 
less patriotism tban these who remain and refuse 
to re- enlist, for Ibey have thereby literally ex- 
cosed the army tna sacrifice; but, tbark HeAven, 
it has not been sacrifictd yet, ana we trust that 
volunteers will yet come to its relief ero the in- 
vaders' order to march be given. * * 



Bask of Txsskbskk —We copy tho fjllowiog 
from tbe Nashville Bulletin of tie 26:1) ioal.: 

A good dtal of Inquiry has been made as to 
the authority under which tbe Bank of Tennes- 
see was removed from Nashville, and it hos been 
the impression of Boms of our citizsns that an 
act authorizing ths removal was parrel bv the 
Legislature daring its session in this city. Upon 
examination, we find that a bill was pa c sed bv 
the Senate "10 grant power to tbe Banks of 
't'ennesaee to remove their location if they appre- 
h ended danger from invasion, atd for other pur- 
poses." This bill passed its second reading in tbe 
House of Representatives on Taerdiy, the 11th 
of February, after having been amended, on mo- 
tion cf Mr. Jones, cf Davideon, so as to change 
the Bank if Mirrpiis from a Free to a Stock 
Bank; and or moti< n of Mr. Fleming, of Knox, 
so as to cb.orge the location of the prircipal 
effice of the Oeoae Bsl k from Cleveland to Kn< x- 
ville, provided an office of faid B .nk be kept at 
Cleveland. A* thus f mended tne bill passed its 
third raiding In the HoU3e of Repreiontativea on 
Saturday, the 15'h of I'eoroary ( he day before 
the "Great Par.ic"), toy a unsumons vote, fifty- 
six K-pre entaiivee being prea.nt. The bill 
lacked the concurrence of tbe Senate in Ihe 
amendments by tbe House before it could become 
a law. It seems that the Senate in seesion at 
Memphis, on 'be 12 h instant, concurred in the 
first amendment and non concurred in the second. 
8o that, aa yet advised, tbe bill has not become 
■ law. 

There was, therefore, no law aalh.oiizing the 
removal of the Bank of Tennessee, or any other 
Bank from Nashville, or any Bank from any oth- 
er point in the State. Thev could have removed 
their coin and other valuables to some place for 
safekeeping, if such step had been deem d ad- 
visable, bat they o. rtainly. bad no authority to 
remove tbelr location. 

We presume something will be done in re- 
gard to the discounted notes and notes placed in 
the respective backs for collection, whicb have 
matured and are maturing. Indeed, we under- 
stand that the directors of tbe Bank of Tennessee, 
or a portion ef them at least, bava already bail 
this snlj.ct nr.der coneidaration. The ecdoners 
upon thoee notes that have already matured, atd 
which have not been protested, are, of course, re- 
leased. No loss may wear to the Bank cf Ten- 
nessee from such releases so far, but It will be- 
come tbe dbty of tbe directors to take such sc ion 
as will prouot tba interests of the bark in the 
future. As ths State is responsible for the liabili- 
ties of the Bank of Tennessee to the oxtent of its 
capital stock, its interests will demand tbe atten- 
tion which we have co doubt the directors wil 
give to this subject. 

Irish Nxwa —A bill to amend tbe Iri-ih grand 
Jury system, eo as to give taxpavera a voice in 
the public expenditure, will soon' be introduced 
into the Eaglish Parliament. 

A bluck cf stone, weighing twelve tons, has 
been purchased by a Dublin committee for a stat- 
ue of the late Daniel O'Connoll, to be erected in 
London. 

At a recent mre'ing of the Galway Relief 
Lcmmittee, presided over by the biehops, tome 
painful instances of suffering from destitution 
were given. 

An instance of the oppressive svstem of Irish 
land tenures was lately exhibited in a trial at tbe 
Cork Aseizes. A Mr. Tb.yer rented a small 
holding lo a man named Tyner at $125 a vear 
jeo> and induced Tyn-r to build a he use on" tbe 
lot which coat $600. Three years after Tyner

• aim... tho ..n-nrC f >r hia claims. Tbe defoi as 
which raised a point whethsr tbe Ltndlord agreed 
to p«y half the expenses cr only $2b, shows the 
harehneas cf the law in the hards of an unicru- 
pulous person, ard goes far toxplaia the general 



The ErRiso Turn.— The fallowing beautiful 
passage occurs in a sermon recently preached by 
Henry Ward Beecher : 

Tbe-e is something even more touchiog than 
thia. It is the flight of birds. All rummer they 
have filled the woods. Tney sing f om the trees. 
Thev rise from thickets and weed m-ffl d fences, 
as in our wanderings we scale them. They sing 
in the air. They w ko ua with their matins. 
They client ve a Drrs wi h glorious discordance si 
'sweet melody, ibey rlit acrnsa the ltwr, rise 
and fall on the swinging twig, or rock to the 
wind on their aerial perch. 

But after August they become mute; and in 
October days they begin to recede from ths dwel- 
ling. No mora twittering wrenr; no more cir- 
cling swallows, no more grotefque bobolinks; no 
more larks, aiaging as if tbey were heart-broken. 
Thev begin now to come in troops in the distant 
field. A' sunset the pasture is fall of d *ks of hun- 
dreds and thoasa-d*. At morning they are gons. 
And everyday brings its fe*tho y caravan, liv- 
ery day thsy piaa on. Long flocks of fowl fi- 
lentlv move far up against tbe sky, and always 
goirg away from the North. At evening 'he 
weary atring cf water-fowls, flving low and 
wis' f'ul of some pond f.r rest snd food, fill the air 
wi'h hearse trumpeting end clangor. They are 
goiog; the la*t are going. Winter is behind 
iheno; summer Is before tberr; and we are left. 
The season is bereft. Light is short; darkness is 
Iinsr. Flowtrs are ssrken to rest. The bir s 
hive fljwn away. Winter, twi'cr, wimter is 
upon the ear' I ! 

At last come the December dsys. The shortest 
is reached. Theo a few days stand alike. Then 
the aolar blszs creeps fornard a niinjie in tbe 
evening. A little more; again more, till htlf 
hoars ring around the horizm — till hours are 
strong upon tbe days — 'ill tho earth comes back 
— till ponds unlock themselves. The forests 
grow pnrple twigged. The great winds sigh 
and rage. March blu-iters and smiles by turns — 
a giant that now is cro'S, and now kind. The 
calves begin to come. Lambs Ueat. Tbe warm 
hills are plowed. At last tho nlghta are without 
frost. 

At length we wake, some untxpscJed mim- 
ing, and tho blue-bird's call Is in the tree. We 
tbrow up the s ish. The sun lies flush on all the 
lanetsc ipe. There is a smell of soil and leaf in the 
air. Tna poplar buds aro fragrant r.s balm. The 
air is warm and moist. Tbe birds are su>ely 
here: they answer each othe"; the spirrow, the 
bluebird, tbe robin, and, afar off on the edges of 
the swamn, tho harsh twanging notes of the 
blackbird It is rprtou! Ii is the time of the 
singing of the birdt! Nibcdy forgeta tho wild 
thrill of the heart at the first sound of birds in 
spring. 

KJh, with what a sense cf emancipation do we 
hear the birds sing ajair! G d tenia his choirs 
to sing over night scd death for us. Winter, 
that buried ail, is herself put away. Death is 
swallowed up in victory, and nature tliints the 
r-qiiem of tbe pa«t, and tbe j>y of the future. 
NufV, days shiil grow longer, and warmor. 
Now, indnj:ry shill move freely. Now, fliwers 
cha'l come up Seed shsll be sown. Doors and 
windows fhJli stand i pen all day long. Around 
about tbe birn the hens shall cacklo and crow. 
Children shall shout. Spring baa come; and all 
things rrj ice at their rel«a*a. No more inhospi 
table slok; no more blight of cold. All is 
promise. Men go forth wi'b seed and roots and 
sciiona. The orchard and gatdan and field are full 
of life! 

4 *Tne winter is pisf ; the rain is over and gone; 
tbe flowers appear ou ihe earth; the time of tbe 
singing of birds is come, and tbe voice of the 
turtle is heard in our land." 

Is this, new, a mere ornamental passage of 
Scriptur'? Scripture has no passages that ere 
mere ornaments. Things ornamental there are 
in i', but they carry marrow and meat. Unlike 
all other literature, Scripture never merely deco- 
rates. If tbere U a fi> u r e, it is always for soma 
errand of moral meining. There is uo descrip- 
tion's sake. Tbarj it no poetry for moro aestheti- 
cal pleasure. There is always profit withal. 

Ni'nre, then, teaches that to every season of 
troablo. and overthrow, there coma resurrection. 
In the deepest January cf tbe year there is a 
nerve that i uus f irwarii to June. Lif* is never 
extingui-bed. That wh ch seems to be death, 
rejco.ee forward and touches that which is vital. 



Halleck at St. Louis has issued the 
following General Order: 

I It having benn reported that shippers and 
carriers cf goods have recently violated tba 
regulations for the traniper'ation anil trade of the 
Departmsct of tbe Missouri, established in Jiu- 
uart last, claiming that said regulations had been 
reveksd, notics is hereby given that General Or- 
der No. 61 of Department of Mis'oan, recent 
series t rev king General Orders of March 31 and 
6th or aame series, does not, in any manner, af- 
f- ct the regulations of Januirv last, which regu- 
lations fir transportation and trade will be en- 
forced in all parte of the present Department of 
tbe Mie-isaippi, except reconquered territory, the 
trade of which is regulated by be license system 
promulgated by tho Secretary of tbe Treasury 
in I i3 circular of March 4'h. 

II. The orders cf effloers of tbe customs with- 
in tbis Depsrtraen', when in conformity with the 
r'gulatinrs of January last, and the ioslruc ions of 
tbe Secretary of Ihe Treaaury, must be co nplicd 
with by shippers atid carriers; and it is directed 
that all military endears assist in their enforce- 
mont. 

III. In view of tiie rapid extension of steam- 
boat uavlgstion it to disl iyal States, and tbe im- 
portaroo of haviog t;.e boats engaged in such 
navigation c^'i'.rolW bv loyal citizens, it is or- 
dered that all licenses to pilots and cmrineers, 
navigA'iog tho wa'eri of ihis Military Depart- 
ment, be revck d, fr.m ar.J sfter tbe 16. h proxi- 
mo, and that ai,id pilots and engineers ttkv cat 
new 'icenses to persons of ipprjved loyalty; cr, 
in case of doub', will require bond with security 
fi r too loyal c >rdict of »ucb engineers ai d pilots. 

Cotton Shipmksts at Rsw OaLBAjeg. — \ 
Now York letter, dated March 2-kb, says: 

A commer Li house in this city is in receipt of 
an item or two cf intelligence from New Oileans 
of imp nance, as showing rather an expectation 
there thjtt the city would soon be in possession of 
ths Union fb'ces, or a concerted movement to run 
the bluckado. The date is March loth. There 
were ten shipicn that day loading cotton for 
Liverpool, all of which were getting five cents 
per pound on foreign scconnt.

A Diabolical. ATTEiirr to Murder a Sher- 
iff and i.uU.ntnoR — We learn from a gentle- 
man who arrived v. s erdsy from St. Mary's, in 
rioasants CODDty, that a most diabolical attempt 
was mad oil Datardas i -moot last to asgasei- 
nttte Sheriff J. L Hanlon, of thfjt county, and 
Mr. J hn«on, a collec'or of assessments appointed 
by Gov. P.erpont. Mr Hanlod and Mr. Johnson 
have lieon riding over Pleasants county for some 
three week*, and have met with many annoyacces 
from secessionists, who oljact to paving taxes 
into what they call the bogus Wheeling govern- 
ment. They left St. Mary's on Saturday after- 
noon to go to another part of the county, and 
when within five or six miles of St. Mary's, and 
near Petticoat Ripple, they were fired upon from 
a bill by two or moro concealed assastins. 
One ball took effect in Mr. Haclon's breast 
near tho left nipplo and pataajog entirely through 
his body. Another whizzed by Mr. Jebrson's 
ear so closely that he has not been able to hear 
o.i to o ly since. Toe horses commeoced running 
at the first fire, but hsd not run more than fifty 
yards when two more sho's were fired without do- 
ing further damage. Johcton trsiated Hacbn 
from his horse ta4 helped him into the nearest 
house, where be now liei tn a very dangerous 
cocdiiion. Johnson then summoned a number of 
men and went In search cf the abSassics whom 
he sncceed-d in tracing a considora .le distat.es 
bnt finally lost the track. The neighborhood in 
which those men wero attacked is iubabited en- 
•irelv by f ec^si. nists, and it is the opinion cf 
Mr. John oa that the aesessins are rebels wto op- 
pose toe Wtteelirgifovermentand who are wagieg 
a war opon its offictrs 

On Friday night there were a groat many 
drunken men in the town of St. Mary's (which is 
said to c ntain a large number of disputed char 
acters), and an attempt was made during the 
night to eLter the rcom occupied by Hanlon and 
Johnson at the tavern. 

Several sheriffs have recently been elected in 
Pleasants county, but owing to Ihe violence aud 
danger nece«sary to be incurred in collecting 
taxes and tbe known scaicity of money, all failed 
to qaalify. Mr. Hanlon at last a'ccenttd the 
position, and was boing assisted by Mr. JohnaoD, 
who had Ixen previously appointed by the Gov- 
ernor — Whcdmg In'elligrnctr, 29.'A.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES 
Tautd at the Second Session of the Thtrty-tevenih 
Congreu. 
\ Public — No. 45. | 
AN ACT to secure to tbe officers and men actu 
ally employed in the Western Department, or 
Department of Missouri, their pay, bounty, 
and pension. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and !Toiwe of Rep- 
resentative! of th< United Stairs of America in 
Congreu auemUed, That the Secretary of War 
be and be is hereby authorized and required to 
allow and pay to the officers, non commissioned 
officers, musicians, and privates who have boon 
heretofore actually employed in tbe military ser- 
vice of the United States, whether mustered into 
actual service or not, where their services 
wero accepted and ac uilly employed by the 
Gen* rals who have been in command of the Do- 
psrtment of the West, or the Department of tbe 
Missouri, the piy and oonnty ns in cases of reg- 
ular etilistmeut. 

Sec. 2. And be U further enacted. That the of- 
ficers, con-cemmLeionea officers, musicians, and 
privates so cmploved, who may have been 
wounded or incspaci'ated for service, 'hill be 
entitle! to and receive the pension allowed for 
such dhabili't-; Provided, That the length and 
character of their enlist-nent and s-rvice be such 
at to enti h them under existing laws to such 
pension. 

S«. 3. And be it further enacted. Teat tbe 
heirs of thoie killed i i battle, or of those who may 
havo died from wounds received while so in ser- 
vice, shell be en'itled to receive tho bounty ar d 
nay to which tbey would have been entitled bad 
th y been reculttly mustered into 6orvice' Pro- 
vided, That the bounty and pay referred to In 
this act shall not be payablo unless their term of 
enlistmsnt and service bs of sccii duration aa to 
entitle tbem to receive tbe same, according to 
existing laws. 

Approved, March 24, 1862.

AN A^T to facilitate jaficisl proceedings in ad- 

judica'iocs upon captured properly, and for the 

better administration of the law of prize. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Houm of Re- 
preventatives of the Unfed States of America tn 
Congress assembled. That whenever any property 
captured as prize shall be brought into any dis- 
trict of the United States for adjudication, it shall 
be tbe duty of tbe prize commissioners for such 
district for bwi'h to receive, se«l, and aafely keep 
the sime until process shall bo i-stied oat of the 
court, a ider which the same shall be placod in 
the custody of tbe marshal of sucn district. It 
shall be the farther duty of said prizi commis- 
sioners, at the time of taking sach possession, and 
from <ima to lime pending ths adjjdicition, to ex- 
amine into the condition of said property , and re- 
port to the court If the same, or any part thereof, 
be peiisbir.g or psii-hable, or deteriorating In 
value ; and if tho same be so four d by the court, 
arson said report or other evidence, tbe court may 
thereupon order an interlocutory sale thereof by 
the Uoi'ed S ates Marshal, and the deposit of 
the gross priceedi of ta:h sale in the registry of 
the court to abide tbe further order of tne court, 
whether a cUi.n to aaid property has or has not 
been interposed. It shall be tbe further duty of 
the said pr'zi o'mmissioners to receive from the 
prizs roaster all the ptp;rs and documents, and 
forthwith proceed to tuke tbe testimony of the 
witnessed prescribed by law, pursuant to the rules 
and under tbe interrogatories adop rd by tbe 
oonrt, and separately from eacb other and unat- 
tended by counsel, and tbe said papers, docu- 
ments, and testimony, securely to seal with their 
teals, and, as soon as prt.c icible, deposit in the 
regi-try of tho court ; aud thereafter, promptly 
and without unnecessary delay, the court shall 
proceed to hea'ing and adj-jdicaiion. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That a'l rea- 
sonable and proper cUima and charges for pilot- 
age, towage, wharfage, storage, insurance, and 
other expenses incident to the bringing in and 
aa'e custody and sale of the property captured as 
pr'z% shall bs a charge upon tbe aame, and bay- 
ing been audited acd allowed by tbe court, shall, 
in event of a decree of oonderanv ion or of restitu- 
tion on payment of costs, be paid out of tho p-o- 
ceeds of any ra'e of the property, final or interlo- 
cutory, in the custody of ihe court. In cise of a 
dtcroe of restitution upon paymentof costs, where 
no rale has been made, sucii charges and expenses 
thai! cors itute psrt of said costs to be paid by the 
claimant. 

See. 3. And be it further enacted, That Ihe 
prizs commit io ers.acd also tbe district attorney, 
acting for tbe Uuited States, and tho c-'unsol for 
tbe captors, shall be entitled to receive a just and 
suitable compenaalion for their several ard re- 
spec ive s.rviosa in each p'izt case or proceeding; 
and the same shall be aojastedand determined bv 
the court upon due contidiraii in of tbe facts and 
circumstances of each case and rf the services 
actually rer.dcred therein; and the same, when so 
adjusted, shall, in car* of final condemnation or 
reetitut.on on payment of cists, be paid out ef the 
prcce- ds of tho prize property in the custody of 
tbe court, or when ro sale has been made, in 
whole or in part, as the Mart may direct by ihe 
claimant. 

Sac. 4. And be. it further enacted, That when- 
soever a final decree of oondemnatu n of proper- 
ty captured as prize shall have been made, unless 
an interlocutory salo has been made aa hereinbe- 
fore provided for, the property sbali be sold by 
the United States marshal pursuaul to tbe prac- 
tice and proceedings in admiralty, ar.d 'hi grost 
proceeds of such sols shall be forthwith deposited 
in court; and thereupon the prize commiesiooers 
shill proceed, under the direction of the court, to 
take th i requisite ovidence, and report the same 
to the coo r t, to the acd that a fioal decree shall 
be made de'armio.ing what puS'ic rhips of tbe 
United S'a'es are entitled to share in tbe prize, 
ard whether 'he prize wat of snpeiior, equsl, or 
inferior fjree to the vessel or vessels mtkiog the 
capture, at.d witbi" thirty days af.er tbe entry 
of the same the cieik of the court shall Iransmit 
to the Treasury of tbe United S'ates the moneys 
eo drposited iu court, together with a certii. -i 
copy of the rse.il dacree, after deducting from 
said moneys tbo costs of c- urt and tbe charges 
and expanses boreinbefore provided for.

Tiirohy OF CoitrsoMFTios. — In Ihe sitting of 
the 8th of tbe Academy of Motlicine, Dr. Pricrry 
read a piper on tbe treatment of phthisis, in 
which he developed the followiog propositions: 

1 Pulmonary phtbi is is a combination of 
multifarious variable phenomena, and not a 
morbid uoity. 

2. Hence there does not snd cannot exist a 
specific medicine against it. 

3 Therefore, neither iodine ncr it-i tincture, 
neither chlorine nor sea sali, nor tar, can be con- 
eidered in the light cf acti phthisical remedies. 

4. There are no specifics ag iluat pthisis, but 
there are systems of treatment to be follow- d In 
order to cocqu*r the pathological etatea which 
constitute ths d'sorder. 

5. In order to cure consumptive p-itioata the 
peouliar aflVc'ions under wh ch they labor must 
be studied and appreciated, and counteracted by 
sppropriate means. 

6. The tubercle cannot bo eared by tho use cf 
any remedy, but good hygienic precautions may 
prevent its doveb pment. 

7. The real way to relieve, cure or prolong 
the life of consumptive pa liens is to treat their 
vaiious pathological states, which onght to re- 
ceive different names according to their nature. 

8. Consumption thus treated has cf en been 
cured, and cftener still life bat been considerably 
prolonged. 

9. Phthisis should never bs left to itsolf, but 
always treated at stated above. 

10. The old methods, founded on the general 
idea of a singls illness, called phthisis, are neither 
scientific nor rational, &c. 

11. Tbe exact and metbodicsl diagnosis of tbe 
various pathological states which constitute tho 
malady will dictate the most useful treatment for 
it, — London Timet.
